BREAKING FREE? 

Hospital trust chief speaks of his hopes - amid uncertainty 



Epsom and St Helier hospitals are 
aiming for semi-independent foun¬ 
dation trust status - even though 
uncertainty remains as to what 
will happen to hospitals in south¬ 
west London after May’s general 
election. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Epsom Guardian, the trust’s 
chief executive Daniel Elkeles said 
the hospitals had been given the 


green light by the NHS to move 
towards foundation trust (FT) sta¬ 
tus in the past fortnight. 

The move would give the trust 
greater independence within the 
NHS, allow it to borrow money and 
stave off being forced into future 
mergers. 

However, critics say FT status is 
a step towards a two-tier semi-pri- 
vatised system with hospitals freer 
to pursue income from private 
patients. 

Mr Elkeles said: “It is no guaran¬ 
tee we will get to the end of the FT 
status journey. But being given the 
permission to start means we have 


a future as an organisation.” 

A five-year strategy to be voted 
on by the trust’s board at a meeting 
tomorrow, will see it “absolutely 
committed” to keeping accident 
and emergency, paediatric and ma¬ 
ternity services at both hospitals 
and Mr Elkeles said the trust “will 
break even by hook or by crook” by 
the end of the month. 

He said: “All the talk about 
Epsom and St Helier needing to 
lose their services has gone away. 

“People don’t have to worry in 
the next few years about putting 
out the placards because the trust 
board will hopefully be absolutely 


committed to keeping both sites 
open.” 

Hospital buildings will also be 
improved with £10m to £15m a year 
for the next five years. 

He acknowledged both hospitals 
faced challenges, spending £30m a 
year on agency workers to cover 
huge staff shortages, with 200 
posts to be recruited this year. 

Mr Elkeles said: “Probably the 
most important thing we want to 
get out of our five-year plan is peo¬ 
ple feel they can work at Epsom 
and St Helier.

The Better Services Better

London hospitals, which 
at one point suggested down¬ 
grading Epsom and St 
Helier, was scrapped last 
February. 

Mr Elkeles admitted 
another NHS re¬ 
view could take

George’s hospitals would 
have to make £360m worth of 
savings. 

Mr Lister said: “After the 
election there will be new 
pressure to save money to 
meet this five-year plan by 
the commissioners. 

“The overall situation is 
still very insecure.” 

Epsom’s Conservative MP 
Chris Grayling said while FT 
status did not protect the 
trust from another review 
down the line, it was a “big 
step” giving the hospitals op¬ 
erational independence. 

He said: “I am cautiously 
optimistic. We need to give 
health services locally some 
stability.” 

Tom Brake, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat MP for Carshalton and 
Wallington, agreed and said 
FT status “provides a degree 
of protection from proposals 
which are London-wide”, but 
not a guarantee.

Newly unearthed damage at a 
fire-ravaged mansion is being re¬ 
paired using a fund set aside for 
improvements. 

A £150,000 improvement fund 
was set up for Ewell Court House 
following a huge fire at the 
Grade-II listed mansion in 
December 2013. 


Planned improvements as part 
of the fund include downstairs 
toilets, wi-fi, an intercom, a zonal 
heating system, better kitchen 
lighting, disabled access and 
steps to the lawn. 

But problems like dry rot, bro¬ 
ken fixtures and a sagging roof 
are not covered by insurance and 


will “eat into” the fund. 

Ewell Court Councillor Eber 
Kington said in an update to resi¬ 
dents: “These are areas that have 
deteriorated over the years and 
are not covered by insurance. 

“However it is important that 
we don’t lose this opportunity to 
repair and re-new.” 
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TfL’s ‘bizarre’ web blunder 
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Transport for London (TfL) 
has been slammed for mis¬ 
leading commuters by stating 
that Epsom is in London on its 
website - despite the town still 
battbng to be put into zone 6. 

Epsom does not automati¬ 
cally appear as a destination 
choice on TfL’s journey plan¬ 
ner but, when typed in, people 
are able to choose from a

number of options - including 
“London, Epsom” even though 
Epsom is not in a London trav¬ 
el zone. 

When “Epsom station” is 
searched on TfL’s website, a 
map appears locating Epsom 
station at a bus stop near to 
London Waterloo station and 
listing “escalators” as one of 
the station’s features. 

The address of the station is 
given as “Waterloo under¬ 
ground station”. 

Epsom Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion’s Clive Woodbridge said 
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Mystery: The map that shows Epsom station at a bus stop 
near to London Waterloo station 


listing Epsom as “London, 
Epsom” was misleading - es¬ 
pecially for those visiting the 
town for the first time who 
would end up facing a fine if 
they assumed an Oyster card 
could be used in Epsom. 

He said: “It’s quite bizarre. 
They can’t say we are in Lon¬ 
don on one hand, and deny us 
our rightful dues of being part 
of the London transport net¬ 
work on the other. 

“It seems like Epsom is an 
afterthought.” 

Epsom Labour Councillor 
Dan Stevens said the listing 
was “curious” and misleading 
and said the train companies 
are “turning a blind eye” to 
those turning up at Epsom 
station without a ticket - be¬ 
cause so many assume it is in 
a London zone. 

MP Chris Grayling, who to¬ 
gether with the Epsom 
Guardian has been campaign¬ 
ing to get Epsom into zone 6 
since 2012, said TfL’s website 
listings for Epsom reflected 
the “chaotic situation”. 

He said: “It’s very strange. If 
TfL can make a series of

mistakes like this, the as¬ 
sumption is that it thinks 
Epsom is in a London zone. 
And other people will too.” 

A TfL spokesman said: “The 
current database precedes all 
stations in and around the 
Greater London area with the 
term ‘London’, regardless of 
Oyster acceptance. 

“We have changes planned 
to extend the areas to which it 
is possible to plan journeys 
and will use this opportunity 
to review the labelling so it is 
clearer for customers.”

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He admitted a bus stop near 
Waterloo station had “erro¬ 
neously been labelled as 
Epsom station” and said this 
would be rectified. 

Mr Grayling said he is wait¬ 
ing to hear back from the De¬ 
partment for Transport as to 
whether it will hold a consul¬ 
tation on Epsom being put 
into zone 6 when Oyster card 
usage arrives at the station in 
September.

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The developer of a controver¬ 
sial housing project plans to 
change its design by increas¬ 
ing the size of the homes and 
improving the green space. 

Circle Hill, a joint venture 
between housebuilder Hill 
Residential and housing asso¬ 
ciation group Circle Housing, 
has bought the animal hus¬ 
bandry site from Nescot Col¬ 
lege, in Reigate Road, Ewell. 

Plans for 91 homes and a 
neighbouring care home were 
approved by Epsom Council 
last year, despite opposition 
from residents over traffic, 


parking, loss of green space 
and strain on local services. 

Circle Hill, which is invest¬ 
ing between £45m and £50m in 
the development, will submit 
another planning application 
next month to make the 
changes. 

Terry Gamble, development 
manager at Hill Residential, 
said it wants to increase the 
size of homes, improve green 
spaces, alter the layout and 
shorten the length of the main 
access road. 

Circle Housing Mole Valley 
will manage 25 affordable rent 
homes and 11 shared owner¬ 
ship homes. 

Another 55 properties will 
be sold on the open market. 

Circle, one of the UK’s 


largest groups of housing as¬ 
sociations, has come under 
fire for poor repairs and main¬ 
tenance in nearby Merton. 

Councillors and residents 
there are calling for the Gov¬ 
ernment’s housing watchdog 
to investigate Circle Housing 
Merton Priory following 
complaints. 

Jackie Strube, a develop¬ 
ment manager at Circle Hous¬ 
ing, who is working on the 
Ewell plans, said: “Circle 
Housing Mole Valley has a 
very good record with repairs. 

“Obviously, they are looking 
into issues they have had in 
other parts of the group, but 
we would expect to provide 
first class service to our resi¬ 
dents on this site.” 


If planning permission for 
the latest application is grant¬ 
ed, the developer will have to 
pay more than £lm to fund in¬ 
frastructure that the council 
and community want. This is 
an increase from the £300,000 
allocated under the previous 
planning application. 

Ms Strube said: “There will 
be more funds coming into the 
council’s coffers that can be 
spent on community projects.” 

Circle Hill hopes to start 
building towards the end of 
this year and expects con¬ 
struction work to take two 
years. 

A public exhibition will be 
held on the changes at Nescot 
College, between 2pm and 
8pm, on Tuesday, March 31.

Home is ‘inadequate’ 
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The owner of a nursing home 
rated as “inadequate” by the so¬ 
cial care watchdog says there is 
“no doubt” it will stay open. 

Firtree House Nursing Home, in 
Fir Tree Road, Banstead - owned 
for 25 years by Salim Jiwa - was 
still not meeting the standards re¬ 
quired when the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) inspected it in 
November, the body revealed last 
week. 

Concerns had been raised last 
July about residents’ consent to 
care and treatment, their care and 
welfare, safeguarding, medicines 
management, and assessing the 
quality of the service. 

The home was rated inadequate 
overall as the CQC said it was still 
failing to provide care, which 
was safe, effective or 
well-led. 

But Mr Jiwa said the latest 


report was a reflection of the situ¬ 
ation at the home five months ago 
and he had “turned everything 
around”. 

Adrian Hughes, the CQC’s 
deputy chief inspector of adult so¬ 
cial care south, said it was “unac¬ 
ceptable” that concerns had not 
been addressed at the home. 

He said: “The question we have 
to ask ourselves, is does the 
provider have the capacity and ca¬ 
pability to make the changes, 
embed them in practice so the im¬ 
provements are sustained over 
time? 

“If not, then it is incumbent 
upon us to take action to ensure 
the people living at Firtree House 
receive safe, effective and high 
quality services.” 

Mr Hughes told the Epsom 
Guardian in December that the 
CQC was now taking a more ro¬ 
bust approach towards failing 
care homes, to rebuild the public’s 
confidence in it. 

Inspection ratings have now 
changed from “compliant or 


non-compliant” to simpler ratings 
of outstanding, good, requires im¬ 
provement or inadequate. 

At Firtree, the problems were to 
do with medicine record-keeping, 
people receiving the right 
medicines at the right time and of 
the right dose, checking whether 
residents received a good quality 
of care, maintenance and cleanli¬ 
ness, policies and procedures, and 
showing inspectors feedback from 
people had been responded to. 

But Mr Jiwa said the CQC had 
visited the home again last week 
and said he had been told “great 
improvements” had been made. 

He said all residents had chosen 
to stay at Firtree, despite being 
given the option to move to anoth¬ 
er home by social services. 

“There’s no doubt it will remain 
open because we have made im¬ 
provements,” he added. “I have 
turned everything around. 

“I have put all the systems in 
place, all the quality controls.” 

The CQC declined to comment 
on the latest visit.

Project set to transform 


lives in deprived area

New images showing what 
one of Epsom’s most de¬ 
prived areas will look like 
after a £6m redevelopment 
were revealed to the public 
last Monday. 

Developer Orbit Homes 
held a public consultation on 
its plans to transform Holly- 
moor Lane, on the Longmead 
estate, at the Longmead Cen¬ 
tre in Sefton Road. 

The aim of the session was 
to get people’s opinions on 
the proposals ahead of a 
planning application being 
submitted to Epsom Council 
in the next few months. 

The project will include 
nine homes, 23 affordable and 
shared ownership flats, 63 
parking bays, a community 
green space and will give a 
prominent position to the 
existing convenience store. 

A doctor’s surgery - sug¬ 
gested as part of early plans - 
will not be included as the 
NHS has not approved a new 
GP surgery at the site. 

Patricia Gomez, one of the 
plan’s architects, said the 
new homes will be in keeping 
with the existing buildings. 

She said: “We didn’t want to 
do something completely

different and are not propos¬ 
ing something radical.” 

Shina Olalekan, deputy 
head of development at Orbit 
Homes, lives on the Long¬ 
mead estate and said he 
knows the issues in the area 
that need to be addressed. 

The developer of 12 years, 
who previously drew the 
plans for the Epsom station 
redevelopment, said: “We ha¬ 
ve come here open minded in 
terms of people’s feedback. 

“It is in my interest that 
this project goes well. 

“The existing building is 


not popular. 

“The quicker everyone gets 
rid of it the better. 

“The location is good for 
something truly inspiring.” 

He acknowledged that park¬ 
ing is an issue and said the 
design of the redevelopment 
aims to “remove the concen¬ 
tration of parking in the 
centre” of the area. 

Court ward Epsom Labour 
councillor Dan Stevens 
said the scheme would 
provide much-needed afford¬ 
able housing and decent 
homes for families “many of 


whom have been living in 
massively overcrowded units 
for years”. 

Following the consultation, 
some of Longmead’s resi¬ 
dents complained they 
“knew nothing about” it. 

Kieran O’Leary, develop¬ 
ment officer at Orbit Homes, 
said leaflets were sent to 
“300 homes in the vicinity”, 
posters were put up and it 
was publicised on the coun¬ 
cil’s website. 


MEET AJIT, LONGMEAD'S 'MR COMMUNITY' 


Ajit Patel, from Cheam, has been 
running the convenience store 
in Hollymoor Lane for the past 
26 years. 

When other shops vacated the 
area in 2006, Mr Patel was the 
only one who stayed. 

The 52-year-old said: 
“Longmead has got a bad 
reputation that has stuck. 

“But it’s a very, very close-knit 
community. When you need them 


they are there. 

“The shop is the hub of the 
community. I couldn’t go 
anywhere else. 

“If you said I could have a shop 
in Kensington High Street I would 
say no. If you live in a community 
like an estate you have got to be 
part of it. 

“I have been to court, prisons, 
police stations to bail people out, 
dealt with bailiffs. I have done 


everything, gone above and 
beyond the call of duty.” 

Mr Patel said the 
redevelopment is needed to 
attract more people to 
Longmead: “At the moment 
the building is an eyesore. 
We need a regeneration.” 

Maggie Beams, 73, who 
lives on the Longmead 
estate said Mr Patel “is i 
the community”.

A man who wrestled a knife¬ 
man off his teenage sister 
in the middle of the night in 
their home has been hon¬ 
oured for saving her life. 

Mohammad Dowlut, then 
22, heard his sister’s screams, 
ran into her bedroom and, de¬ 
spite being naked, tackled the 
intruder who was armed 
with a hunting knife on Good 
Friday last year. 

Jealous online gaming fa¬ 
natic Shane Coffey, then 19, 
had flown over from the US, 
smashed his way into Farha 
Dowlut’s bedroom in Hook 
Road, Epsom, at 3am and was 
repeatedly stabbing her. 

Although Mr Dowlut was 
stabbed several times him¬ 
self, he finally managed to 
overcome Coffey after grab¬ 
bing an iron bar and hitting 
him over the head. 

Last November, Coffey was 
jailed for life for trying to kill 
Miss Dowlut who was 18 at 


the time of the attack and 
had broken off their online 
relationship. 

Mr Dowlut’s bravery was 
recognised at the Surrey Po¬ 
lice Chief Constable’s com¬ 
mendation ceremony held in 
Guildford last Thursday. 

Surrey police said: “Mo¬ 
hammed Dowlut tackled an 


armed offender who vicious¬ 
ly attacked his sister in their 
home with a hunting knife. 

“Mohammed sustained 
serious injuries, in saving his 
sister’s life. The offender was 
sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment for his attack.” 

Addressing Coffey at 
Guildford Crown Court in 


November, Judge Recorder 
Christopher Critchlow 
praised Mr Dowlut’s courage. 

He said: “It may have been a 
natural response from a 
brother, but it was coura¬ 
geous given he was naked 
and found himself facing you 
with a large knife. He did not 
back off and he saved his sis¬ 
ter’s life.” 

Coffey admitted to attempt¬ 
ed murder and wounding 
with intent and was given a 
life sentence - something 
he anticipated as he did a 
Google search on what life 
was like in UK jails before 
flying here. 

About four years earlier, he 
had become friends with 
Miss Dowlut through playing 
Xbox games including online 
fantasy game Runescape. 

When she ended their virtu¬ 
al relationship, Coffey flew to 
the UK with a murder kit. 

He checked into the Pre¬ 
mier Inn in Epsom on April 
17 before heading to Farha 
Dowlut’s family home, hiding 
in the garden, smashing her 
window and stabbing her. 


Young engineers hoping to 
represent Britain in a robot 
building competition in 
South Africa are looking for 
funding.

“As things stand, we can 
only take less than half the 
team.” 

Costs come to about £1,000 
per student. 

The pupils have raised 
£5,000 so far, thanks to 
donors like engineering com¬ 
pany Atkins. 

Ms Harding added: “If 
there are any local technolo¬ 
gy businesses out there or 
well-wishers who can help in 
any way to give these 
incredibly hard working and 
talented students such a 
unique opportunity, we’d 
love to hear from you. 

“They are not just repre¬ 
senting Glyn School - they 
are representing the whole 
country.”

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Olympic legacy tree 
takes root in library 



A life-sized oak tree used in the 
2012 London Olympics opening 
ceremony is now sitting at the 
heart of a school’s new “en¬ 
chanted” library. 

Students sat on stumps to read 
a book under the tree at the 
opening of the “enchanted learn¬ 
ing and technology suite” at 
Epsom Primary and Nursery 
School (EPS), in Pound Lane, 
Epsom, last Wednesday. 

Deputy headteacher Michelle 
Pollard said she cried when the 
architects behind transforming 
the school’s library revealed the 
creators of the huge tree were 
donating it to the school. 

The tree rose from a grassy 
mound, representing Glaston¬ 
bury Tor, as more than a billion 
people watched Danny Boyle’s 
ceremony begin the London 
Games. 

Workers streamed out from be¬ 
neath the roots as the tree was 
lifted into the air and an indus¬ 
trial revolution transformed the 
rural scenery. 

Simon Moore, from the archi¬ 
tects Felce and Guy Partnership, 
said that while doing research 
for the school’s project, he was 



put in touch with Simon Kenny 
from scenery builders Souvenir 
Scenic Studios. 

Mr Moore said: “It was quite an 
unreal moment. 

“I called him to ask if he knew 
how we could create a tree to be¬ 
come part of the EPS library and 
he laughed and said ‘I have a 
very special tree, sitting unloved 
and unused in my yard and I 
would love for it to have a home 
and a resting place that will be 
enjoyed by generations to come, 
and fulfill the sustainability 
legacy of the Games’.” 


Mr Kenny said his team put the 
tree back together by attaching 
branches and leaves to the 10ft 
trunk so that it fitted the library 
space. They also created the 
stump stools. 

He said: “We were happy to do¬ 
nate the labour and time to the 
school because we want to sup¬ 
port education in these hard 
times. We are very happy for the 
tree to have another life.” 

The suite will be used for read¬ 
ing, research, IT and drama ac¬ 
tivities as well as the breakfast 
and after school club.

A hospital has apologised for a 
“missed opportunity” to save 
the life of a baby who died of 
meningitis. 

Seven-month-old Oliver Hull 
died last May after three days of 
symptoms including high tem¬ 
perature, vomiting and lethargy. 

His family remained concerned 
about the care Oliver received at 
Epsom Hospital’s accident and 
emergency (A&E) department, 
where he was taken with what 
appeared to be a viral infection. 

The Banstead boy died very 
soon after at Evelina Children’s 
Hospital, in London, on May 26. 

At an inquest held this month, 
Woking Coroner’s Court 
concluded that Oliver “died from 
natural causes in circumstances 
when there was a missed 
opportunity to undertake further 
assessment and 
investigations”. 

After 
inquest, 


the Hull family’s solicitor, Ania 
Lysanowicz, said: “Oliver’s fami¬ 
ly have been left devastated by 
his death. 

“While the inquest has gone 
some way in providing answers 
to the many questions they had, 
they remain concerned about the 
care he received at Epsom 
Hospital shortly before he died.” 

Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
NHS Trust said it was “deeply 
sorry”. 

A spokesman said: “We offer 
our sincerest condolences to the 
parents of Oliver Hull and we 
cannot imagine the pain his fami¬ 
ly must still feel.” 

The hospital said it had made 
improvements such as recruiting 
more paediatric nurses trained 
in the treatment of very young 
children. 

The trust said it now 
makes sure all staff 


use recognised charts that help 
to identify early warning signs 
while assessing children and 
babies. 

Under a new clinical protocol, a 
specialist paediatric doctor must 
see all babies before they are 
discharged at night or in the 
early hours of the morning. 

The spokesman added: “We 
note the evidence given of this 
complex case by the coroner’s 
expert that Oliver initially pre¬ 
sented to us with what appeared 
to be a viral infection, sadly with 
no clues he would later succumb 
to such a serious illness.”

Way, Epsom, has deprived him¬ 
self of heating, light, a fridge, 
oven, hot water, his mobile phone 
and his laptop for seven days 
starting last Friday, March 20. 

Ahead of the challenge, he said: 
“The reaction from people is that 
I’m mad, but I’m actually really 
looking forward to it. 

“Nearly 3m Guatemalans and 
millions more around the world 
live with no electricity in their 
homes every day of the year, so 
the least I can do is seven days. 

“I chose this challenge because 
I genuinely did think it would be 
challenging as well as preparing 
me for what I may come across in 
Guatemala. 

“If I can’t do a week of cold 
showers, I definitely can’t do 10 
weeks of them in Guatemala.” 

Mr Blackford has spent the 
week writing on paper and dic¬ 
tating blog entries to his mother 
who was instructed to type them 


up and post them online. 

In mid-April, he will fly to 
Guatemala to volunteer with the 
YMCA’s development agency on 
a 10-week Comic Relief-funded 
volunteer project called Change 
the Game. 

Along with other volunteers 
from here and Guatemala, Mr 
Blackford will help to empower 
children and teenagers through 
sport and the creative arts. 

He has already raised £600 to¬ 
wards his £1,500 fundraising tar¬ 
get, but decided to give up 
electricity to encourage more 
people to donate. 

He added: “My hope is that 
once I’m done I will have raised 
some money for the YMCA and 
raised awareness of how much 
we rely on electricity when so 
much of the world is without it as 
well as personally having a really 
interesting week.” 

Mr Blackford is volunteering 
for the programme in Guatemala 
through the Government’s Inter¬ 
national Citizen Service. 

He said: “After Guatemala’s 
civil war ended in 1996, a legacy 
of violence is still prevalent in 
the country and the programme 
aims to help change this by work¬ 
ing with children and teenagers 
through sport and creative arts.”

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


WHAT PROPERTIES ARE ACTUALLY SELLING IN EPSOM? 


Prices up, prices down, prices stable.... 
the newspapers are full of good news, bad 
news and indifferent news about the Brit’s 
favourite subject after the weather... the 
property market. The thing is the UK does 
not have one housing market. Instead, it 
is a patchwork of mini property markets all 
performing in a different way. At one end of 
the scale is London, which has seen average 
prices grow in the last twelve months by 
a shade under 19% (and again that is an 
average because some Borough’s in London 
have risen by 26%) whilst in the land of 
Daffodils, by contrast, Wales only saw a 2% 
increase in property values (although in the 
Merthyr Valleys they dropped by over 11%). 

We cannot ignore the rest of the UK, and we 
can’t forget that the Chancellor’s Stamp Duty 
reforms have polarised the London property 
markets above £1,000,000 because at the top 
end of the market, punitive Stamp Duty charges 
will dampen demand further. While the Bank of 
England warned of the growing London property 
price bubble in the Spring of 2014, even talk of a 
recovery in some areas was premature. In 2015, 
irrespective of where you are in the UK, one 
story will unite the patchwork quilt of markets - 
really slow property value growth. 

But what about Epsom? Well, we haven’t had 
the December figures from the Land Registry 


yet, but the last few months’ activity and prices 
achieved would suggest neither house price 
growth nor drops. In fact, most sellers are 
buyers anyway, so if you need to take less for 
yours, you won’t have to pay as much for the 
one you want to buy ... and that is good news 
for everyone as most move up market when they 
move. This is even better for landlord investors, 
as they can bag a bargain as well. 

The question you should be asking though is 
not only what is happening to property prices, 
but which price band exactly is selling? I like to 
keep an eye on the property market in Epsom 
on a daily basis, as it enables me to give the 
best advice and opinion on what (or not) to buy 
in Epsom. 

If you look at Epsom and split the property 
market into four equally sized (into terms of 
households) price bands, each price band 
would have around 25% of the property in 
Epsom, from the lowest in value (the bottom 
25% ) all the way through to the highest 25% (in 
terms of value). Over the last two months (63 
days to be precise), in the lowest quartile, (those 
with asking prices under £300k) 85 properties 
have come onto the market in Epsom and 51.7% 
of them (44 properties have a buyer and sold 
stc. The next quartile, between £300k-£440k of 
the 124 properties that come on to the market, 
49.1% of them (61 properties) have a buyer. 


The £440k-£585k price range has seen 116 
properties come on to the market, and 31% of 
the properties have a buyer (36 properties). The 
most expensive 25%, the £585k plus range, has 
seen 21 of the 120 properties that came on to 
the market find buyers (17.5%). Fascinating 
don’t you think? 

The next three months’ activity will be crucial 
in understanding which way the market will go 
this year and I honestly believe we will not see 
any house price growth or drops this side of 
the election. Election or no election, people will 
always need a roof over their head and that is 
why the property market has ridden the storms 
of Oil crisis in the 1970’s, the 1980’s depression, 
Black Monday in the 1990’s, and latterly the 
Credit Crunch together with the various house 
price crashes of 1973, 1987 and 2008. 

And why? Because of Britain’s chronic lack 
of housing, this will prop up house prices and 
hopefully could prevent a post spike crash. ... 
there is always a silver lining when it comes to 
the property market!

BMW shows off 


BMW has joined the plug-in hybrid 
rush with its first mainstream 
effort following the amazing hype 
surrounding the i8 sports car. 

The petrol-electric drivetrain, 
which will go on sale in the 
autumn, has been put into the 
X5 xDriveAOe, where its efficiency 
benefits can have the biggest 
impact. 

Official tests have recorded 
average fuel consumption of 
85.6mpg, but the EU's current 
tests fail to take into account the 
electricity used by the plug-in 
hybrid system. 

That consumption measures 
15.3kWh, but meaningful 
comparisons with miles per 
gallon have yet to be standardised 
in any European market. 


To its credit, BMW has been 
honest about the likely 25-26mpg 
return that owners will see after 
longer motorway cruises when 
the batteries are flat. 

Urban driving totalling around 
15 miles, though, with the 
batteries regularly charged, 
should effectively return 94mpg 
with a careful driving style. 

The motors can operate 
independently at up to 75mph 
in the car's 'MAX eDrive' mode 
and 44mph if the car is left in 
automatic mode. 

C02 emissions will, under the 
current rules, be a mere 77g/km, 
while performance stats reveal a 
top speed of 130mph and the 
ability to sprint to 62mph in 
6.8 seconds.
